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FRASER RIVER. 


LL previous motices issued by the Harbour Master 
of British Columbia, having reference to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser River, are hereby rescinded. 

The following? directions are published for general 
information: | 

The Beacons ¢arried away since last fall have been 
re-constructed, éxcepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made. The 
Light Ship now, building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Heal, being. substituted for No, 1 Beacon; 

The Beacons ate formed with clusters of piles, each 
Beacon having a@/distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and beihg numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, ‘irrespective 9f the Crib onthe North Sand Head. 

No, 2. Beacon, Noata Sanp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 

at low water, 4 4 cable from the buoy in a N. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly bearing a black dia- 
mond elevated @n a pole 16 feet above the top of the 
} piles. ; 
A } of a catile/distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand, isa Ipaded crib in an incomplete state at 
present ; at high, water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the hull of a small vessel. A 
pole 20 feet long; with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Chanifel is secured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the course ofa few months, 
of which due notice shall be given. 

No. 3. Beacon, Nortu Sanp—In 6 feet at low water, 
shows black ang white horizotital stripes both on the 
pole and beaconj and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered’ and black buoys. 

No. 4. Beacon, Nort Saxp—l1 cable distant in a S. 
W. direction frdm black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black triangle ¢levated on a white pole 16 feet above 
the piles, and plitced in 2 feet at low water, The piles 
are white-wasbdd. 

No. 5. Beacomj Norra Saxp—On the spit 1} cable 
from red top bugy (placed in 5 feet at low water). This 
beacon is remargable from its. leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by the red cask on.a white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

No. 6. Braco, Nokta Sanp—l1l cable distant from 
white buoy in ajWesterly direction, is placed in.7 feet 
at low water. @n the top of tbe pole is a white trian- 
gie, the apex of |which-is on the lower part of the pole. 
This béacon forms o conspicuous object and must be 
appreciated, as gt will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering dud leaving the River. . The beacon is 
all white. ‘ 

No. 7. Beacox, Sovta Sanp-—Is a black beacon 
placed in 6 feet lat low water, having a St. Andrew’s 
cross elevated of a pole 16 feet.above the piles. 

No. 8. Beacom, Sourn Saxp—<A cable’s length from 
No. 7, in 1 foot at low water. This Beacon is white, 
having a St. Andrew's cross ona pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7/ As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
after alluded to As thé¢x Beacons. This Beacon (No. 8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar ih the deepest,water. For Vessels of 
large draught tht x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking. cfre to “ port” sufliciently soon, after 
passing the blagk top buoy, so as to cross when ina 
line, they will lad over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
22 feet at high water Spring Tides. In all other parts 
of the Channel fouch deeper water will be found. Af- 
ter the red top Beacon is brought ina line with the 
white Beacon (No. 6), the red top buoy may be with 
safety rounded, then steer in direction for the white 
buoy, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point. 

No. 9. Bracéxs, Sorts Saxp—On the edge of the 
bank, placed: itt 1 toot at low. water, is nearest to the 
Mouth of the River, and distinguished by a black pole 
having at the top two black boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontal with each other. The tops of the piles 
are also black. - 

No. 10. cbxs—Is a land mark placed on Garry 

Point to indipate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every direction a large White Ball. The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
The lower part of the Beacon is white-washed. 
@ All buoys-on the North Sand, after entering’ the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, should bé pass- 
ed close on the “port”? hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons constructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended ag marks for the Navigable waters of the 
Channel but to indicate the locality of the several 
buoys. 

The old white buoy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, in 12 feet at low water, which must be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on/the starboard ‘hand. 

By folowing the above diregtions Mariners will find 
the Channel well and clearly défined, and with ordinary 
care a perfect stranger may/navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.

"CIVIL SERVICE SLIDING SCALE. 





'] 
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In glancing over the British Columbia Blue 
Book for 1860, and comparing some of the sala, 
ries therein enumerated with those for 1865, one 
is strack with the alarming increase which bas 
taken place. The following area few of the 
most striking cases: Peter O'Reilly, Esq., 1869, 
£250 ; do. 1865, £1,000 ; Magistrate at Lillooet 
1860, £250; do. 1865, £550; Magistrate at 
Lytton, 1860, £250 ; do. 1865, £550. One na 
turally asks, what change has teken place since 
1860.to justify such an enormous increase ? 
Has the price of living increased with the great- 
ly increased facilities for transporting pro 
visions to the interior ? We venture to say that 
at all the stations the price of living has been re 
duced at least one-half during that time ; and yet 
we find that in two instances the salaries aré 
more than doubled, while in the third case ra 
salary has been exactly quadrupled! We lik 


to see public servants fuirly paid ; but we fail to 


see anything in the circumstances of the country 
to warrant this alarming increase. It is only 
fair to the present Government to state that no 
increase of salaries has taken place onder the 
new regime, but onthe contrary, a material re 
duction bas been effected in some instances. But 
in saying this much we would not be understood 
as vindicating the existing state of the Civil List, 
which we deem to be out of all proportion to the 
circumstances of the colony. We were qnite 
willing to allow the Governor: reasonable time 
to make himself thoroughly acquainted with the 
whole bearing of the matter before assuming the 


, Tesponsibility of carrying out any sweeping re 


trenchment in the Civil Service. That oppot- 
tunity His Excellency hasnow enjoyed ; and if, 
when the Legislature next assembles, the mat- 
ter is permitted to remain untouched, it will then 
become oar unpleasant duty to charge the Exe- 
cutive with a serious dereliction of duty, and the 
people will have jost cause of complaint. 
At a time when all classes of colonists are strug- 
gling with very limited means- against sdverse 
circumstances, as well as against those natural 
difficulties incident to the opening up of a new 
country, and when a large revenve has to be rait- 
ed from a very small population, it is most unrea- 


sonable to expect that so numerous and highly |, 


paid an official staff can be maintained. As 


’ matters now atend the straggling pioneer colon- 


ist may almost be said to be toiling for the special 
benefit of a “ bloated Civil Service.” While we 
have little sympathy with the hue and cry raised 
in Victoris, and fe-echoed in Cariboo, againat 
the number of our officials and the amount of 
their salaries, because it was manifestly gnfair to 
charge upon the present administration the sias 
of a previous one, and because it was unreason- 
able to expect that Governor Seymour, on his 
arrival, a stranger in the colony, would so pre- 
cipitately undertake any material reduction in 
the Civil List, yet we think the country will 
have a perfect right to expect that another session 
will not be permitted to pase over without full 
justice being done to a question which so direct- 
ly concerns every colonist. 
Later from Kootenay. 

Mt. Ward, who left Fort Sheppard on the 28th 
ult., and arrived in this city yesterday, has kind- 
ly farnisbed us with the following information : 
Mr. Dewdney accompanied Mr. Ward out as far 
as Osoyoos, and was to return next day to Koo- 
tenay Lake to set » party to work on the trail 


towards Fort Sheppard. A party of 75 men 
were working from Wild Horse Creek towards 
Kootenay Lake ; * prey of 75 Chinese wete

At 45 feet the blue clay 
prospects 5 to 10 cents to the pan, and oo 
richer pay'is expected at the bed-rock. On 
Creek there are about 100 men at work. Twelve 
pans of dirt yielded $85. “Rich prospects had 
been struck on two creeks, emptying into Gold 
Creek.

“he passed the reported scene of the wreck at 11 


8. m. on Sunday, snd expected to meet the Bro- 
ther Jonathan near that point to exchange pa- 
pers, but saw nothing of her. There was a 
strong wind and heavy sea at the time. He 
thinks she foundered 25 miles north of Crescent 
City, and 6 miles from Camp Lincoln. There 
are two places s few miles apart in the ‘vicinity 
at which boats cduld land, ‘and he thinks it pos- 
sible that some of the passengers may have lan- 
ded in the other boats at a point 8 miles from 


: Chetkoe Harbor, where those reported saved 


came ashore. Capt. Johnson, of the Del Norte, 
thinks the Brofher Jonathan may have found- 
at a point 18 miles above Crescent City, in which 
case some of the boats may have run down to 
that point. The fact that the messenger who 
brought the news to Jacksonville left the scene 
12 or 24 hoars after the disaster is the most dis- 
conraging one of all. It seems hardly possible 
that, had any more than those reported escaped, 
the officers would have been at that time ignor- 
ant of the fact. 

This terrible catastrophe has thrown the whole 
community into:mourning, and anxiety, sorrow 
and horror -is depicted on every couatenance, 
every flag in the city and.on the shipping in the 
bay is at half-mast, and the grief: is general.

Wews from the Big Bend Country. 


Mr. McLardy, of Yale, bas favored us with a 
letter which he receivéd from Mr. William Rob- 
ertson, who writes from the Columbia River, 
near the Big Bend, ubder date July 26th. The 
letter reached Yale on the 8th day after it was 
written—the quickest time yet made from that 
section of country. After giving an account of 
accidents and difficulties by land and by water, 
Mr. Robertson says :-—‘‘ I wrote you in my last 
about a creek giving @ good prospect. It is cal- 
led Corran’s Creek, | We reached it about two 
weeks ago ; but owibg to the onusual height of 
the water at this season it is impossible to get to 
the bed-rock in the er¢ek. Still they are sticking 
to it, the prospects being good enough to keep 
up their, spirits. ‘Thére has been another creek 
struck called French Creek which, from what I 
have been told, I think more of than I do of 


Corran Creek. I am on my way up there now. 


You may remember Turner prospected a creek 
last fall, a little aboye where he struck the Col- 
ambia River, of which he spoke favorably. Itis 
called Gold Creek, but might perhaps more pro- 


perly be called a small river. French Creek emp- 


ties into Gold Creekinearly 20 miles from its 
mouth, and rans north ‘and south. When we 
were at Curran’s Creek three men came down in 
a canoe for tools and provisions, and thie account 
they gave of French Creek induced us to. go up, 
and we are now on dur way. One of the men is 
named Monro, an intelligent, quiet, steady man 
from Canada. His‘prospect had been sufficient 
ly good to induce hig party to turn the creek, 
and when he gets up with tools they will go to 
work with sluices. Another of the men named 
Anderson showed me his prospect out of six pans 
of dirt, fully a dollar, but not from the bed-rock. 
There is two feet of pay dirt near the surface io 
the gravel. His party cannot get to the. bed- 
rock till the water falls—still this stratum of 
dirt will pay! them well to work. It is pretty 
coarse gold he showed me. The Discovery Co, 
passed our camp thtee days ago, going down oa 
a raft to Curran’s Creek for provisions. They 
describe the creek a4 still too high to work ; how- 
ever, Hoth river and creeks are going down fast 
during the last two days, and we are just about 
to eeshest onward; to-night, with good luck, 
we will reach Rapide du Mort (Death Rapids.) 
We have been waiting a week for the water to 
fall before we dared venture it.” * * . Ss

The Loss of the “‘ Brother Jona " 


— 


The arrival of the str. Enterprise in Victoria 
on Wednesday, with the news of the logs of the 
str. Brother Jonathan, as published in our extra 
of that day, caused a profound sensation in that 
city, as quite number of Victorians were sup- 
posed to bave been on board the ill-fated steamer. 
Amongst those believed to be on board we have 
heurd the following names mentioved : Dr. Hag- 
gap, Mrs. Copeland, Mrs. Keenan, Mr. Maine, and 
two young men belonging to the Bank of British 
North America, whvse names we have not learn- 
ed. Upon hearing the news Mr. Wallace, of the 
firm of Dixon, Campbell & Co., with bis usual 
promptitade and ‘euterprise, chartered the str. 
‘Enterprise to come bp here for the purpose of ob- 
taining forther particulars. The steamer arrived 
here on Thorsday | morning about half-past 7 
o'clock, having on board Mr. Wallace, Mr. Har- 
ries: of the Colonist, the Editor of the Evening 
Times, and & few passengers, smongst whom was 
Mr. Keenan, anxioas to learn the fate of his 
family. Mr. Wallace at once proceeded to the tele- 
graph office and digpatched a telegram asking 
for particulars, but unfortanately, before a reply 
could be received, the line gave out near Seattle, 
and subsequently ov the otber side of Olympia. 
The dispatch which we were receiving when the 


line gave oat, although incomptete, contained 


sofficient information to justify the worst fears 
of those more directly in . No sooner 
was our extra issued than all the flags in the city 
and in the harbor were put at half-mast, every- 
one appearing to deplore the sad calamity. Yes- 
terday at 1 o’clock the line commenced working ; 
but the address to the reply to Mr. Wallace’s 
dispatch had hardly been transmitted when an- 
other break occurred, and up to going to press 
the break had not been repaired. nterprise 
left for Victoria shortly after the arrival of the 
up-river steamers, Mr. Wallace having made 
arrangements for a canoe to be sent down with 
his dispatch so soon as it should arrive:

The special committee appointed for that purpose 
reported that 213 volumes of the Sacred Scriptures 
had been sent forward to Kootenay from Hope, 
which, 'it was believed, would reach the mines 
at least as soon as the Colporteur, After the 
transaction of some other business, possessing 
less public interest, the meeting was, adjourned.

Clock. 


In Tuesday’s impression we gave the result 
of the public meeting called to consider the ad- 
visability of placing the Town Clock in the Tow- 
er of Holy Trinity Church. We have now to 
give the result of the action of the Church Com- 
mittee upon the resolution adopted at the public 
meeting :— re | 

“Vestry, Hoty Triviry, 
New Westminster, Aug. 3, 1865. 

Sm,—I beg to enclose a copy of a resolution 
passed at a Church Committee meeting of Holy 
Trinity, held yesterday, in reply to s resolution 
carried at a public meeting respecting the placing 
of the Town Clock in the Bell Tower of Holy 
Trinity. 

I am, Sir, your obed’t serv’t, 
Artsur T. Buspsy, | 
Charchwarden, — 

To Wm. Clarkson, Chairman of the Public 
Meeting. ‘ 

Mr. Bashby moved, Mr, Armstrong seconded, 
and Resolved, That ‘the Charch Committee would 
be happy to place the Town Clock in the Tower 
of Holy Trinity, but regret that, owing to the 
lack of the necessary funds, they are anable at 
present to complete the Tower and Spire for the 
reception of the Town Clock. 

The expense of completing the Tower and Spire, 
(not including the cost of patting up the Clock) 
would be $4,900 ; to meet which the committee 
have been able to obtain jsubscriptions amount- 
ing to $1,800, and) to borrow $2,000, ($3,800, ) 
showing a deficiency of $1,100. And that the 
Churchwardeng be requested to send a copy of 
this resolution to the chairman of the public 
meeting.” i. 

It is hardly necessary to say that we regret 
the unpropitious form the matter has assumed. 
That the congregation of Holy Trinity have ex- 
erted themselves nobly in erecting the bell tower 
with so little outside help, a glance at the sub- 
scription list will convince anyone ; but that the 
tower should be jeft in an incomplete state, or 
that the city should be deprived-of the clock for 
some time to come, affords matter of sincere re- 
gret, and we can only express the hope that 
the gentlemen forming the committee, and who 
have already dong so mach, will yet see their 
way clear to complete the work.
